ATTRACTIVE CAPE GARDEN 


There is no more attractive and pic- 
turesque garden on the Cape than that 
which Mr. Moore maintains on _ the 
grounds of The Cape Playhouse. At the 
present time, its wide variety of plants 
are mostly in full blossoms Bordering the 
driveway leading to the Cinema are ex- 
tensive beds of petunias. These are cf 
vaired species and are fully flowered in 
white, pink and blue. The assortment 
includes all known delicate shades of 
this plant. Crossing the sloping turf 
leading to the main garden, one finds 
handsome groups of Buddlea Gillardia 
and stalks of larkspur bedded at the east 
end of the field. The garden proper lies 
in the lower field and occupies two 
acres. It has a bewildering profusion of 
blossom-bearing plants of wide variety. 
There is Lilium Auratum, the golden- 
_Yrayed lily of Japan, whose be-flowered 
stalks wave high in the air; Phlox Dec- 
cusate, ranging in variety from white to 
crimson; the four foot high Liatris 
Spicata, purple in blossom; the Calliop- 
sis Drummondii, with wide yellow petals 
and dark centered eyes; verbena, blue 
and white; both the African and the 
variegated French and the Guiena gold 
marigold; Zinnias of every known shade 
and hue, including exquisite specimens 
of the rare quilled variety; graceful 
Tiger lilies waving their brilliant heads 
high above the bright blankets of color 
laying beneath them; Slavia (the com- 
moner specimens termed blue sage) are 
just coming into flowers with the marsh 
mallow, (Hibiscus) deep crimson, white 
and dark pink blooms on its five foot 
stalks; and flowering tobacoo plants, 
known to the botanical learned as Nico- 
tina Affinis, brilliant to the eye but non- 
productive for the smoker.

RUTH HAMMOND, one of the few 
people who can claim Hollywood as their 
birthplace. After a term of apprentice- 
ship in productions made by Henry 
Duffy at the Alcazar theatre in San 
Francisco, where she attained the posi- 
tion of leading woman, Miss Ham- 
mond came East. Among her parts on 
Broadway have been those in “The Good 
Fairy” with Helen Hayes, ‘“Saturday’s 
Children,” “Antonia” for Gilbert Miller, 
Robert Sherwood’s “This Is New York” 
and the Theatre Guild’s ‘Karl and 
Anna.”
